respect as California. The Middle West has to face 
the loss of protection on hides and other products 
on whigh the rity of those States depends. 
The New England and other Eastern States will 
lose part of the advantages coming from ample 
protection on all the products of hides and skins, as 
leather, harness, boots and shoes. It is said that 
the Senate bill showed 500 items on which there 
were reductions in duties. The conference bill, 
which is the one likely to pass, lowers the duty on 
other schedules, adding several hundred other items 
less well protected than now.

All construction work has ceased 
south of Mazatlan on the Southern Pa- 
cific’'s Mexican Coast line, and will not 
be resumed ynti! about October, when 
the rainy season is ended. This ac- 
tion was taken two weeks ago, says 
Dr. Walter Vilas, who has been in 
charge of the railroad hospital at the 
front. 

Grant Brothers, the contractors, have 
removed all their camps south of 
Mazatian, where only construction 
trains have been running, not a 
wheel is turning, except for one or two 
trains employed in  ballasting§ the 
track already laid. This is necessary 
to save parts from being washed away. 
Quite a number of American engineers, 
conductors, foremen and operators, 
employed on the southern construction 
work, are in Los Angeles recuperating 
until fall, when cooler and dryer 
weather will set in.
